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Butto proceed, on the ſecond of Febru- 
ary following, as a Signal of the joy they 
conceived for the Birth of this Prince, the 
Gentlemen of the four [ns of Court pre- 
ſented a Maſque before their Majeſties, 
the Prince of Wales our now Soveraign, 
and 4 great Aſſembly of the prime Nobi- 
lity, which was ſo well performed, that 
it was highly pleaſing to the whole 
Court. 


About 6 daysafter,the City (the better 
to expreſs their Joy on this extraordinary 
occaſion) invited their Majeſties to a ſplen- 
| did Entertainment at Gmnild-hal/, whither 
on the eleventh of February 1633. they 
went,attended by a great Train of Nobi- 
lity, and were metat the Weſt Gateof the 
City by the Lord Mayor and his Brethren 
the Aldermen, in their Formalitys, &*c. 
And great was their Joy expreſſed by loud 
Shouts and Acclamations of Loxyg Live the 
King, Prince, and Duke of York. Nor 
were the Citizens wanting at that time to | 
make ſeveral Preſents to the Royal Infant, - |

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ſo that at this time all things appeared 
| calm. But yet Diſloyalty had crept into 
' the Breaſt of ſome, who deſigned to raiſe 
themſclves on their Countreys ruine; yet 
for a while thoſe poyſonous Snakes lay hiſ- 
ſingin their private Cells, as yet wanting 
ſtrength (though never will) to oppoſe 
themſelves to that Majelly. on whom Hea- 
vens Stamp of Mercy fnd Benignity fo 
lively was impreſs'd, that theſe ungrateful 
Perſons plentifully received of his favours 
and lived happily underthe benign Rayes 
of facha King, whom Forrain Nations ſty-

The ever-reſtleſs Scots (agi- 
tated by thoſe thataimed at the overthrow

gan to mutiny,but not finding theirFaGion 
ſo

ſo ſtrong as they ſuppoſed, orat leaft their 
Miſchievous Projects not yet brought to. 
Maturity, Tumults receded to Peace, but 
it continued nat long; for the very next 
Year they again began to raiſe Commoti- 
ons about Cerimonies in the Church, but 
by the favourable Conceffions of His Ma- 
jeſty, and the Indeavors of ſeveral Loyal 
Perſons of that Nation, all things were a- 
gain reduced to a feeming ſecurity z nor 
was there any thing wanting in Indulgent 
Majeſty, to have ſettled a laſting Tran- 
quility 3 but ſuch was the reſtleſs indea- 
vorsof the Prince of Darkneſs, (that Ene- 
my toPeace,) that the hopesof good men 
were fruſtzated. For in June 1637, the 
Book of Liturgy being ſent into Scotland, 
with a Commandment ſorits being read in 
Churches, it was on the 234]. of July fol; 
lowing read in St. Giles's Church at Eden- 
burgh (publick warning thereof being gi- 
ven the Sunday before) but though them- 
{elves could obje& nothing in particular 
againſt it, the Heads of the FaQtion thought 
to lay hold of that as the fitteſt Expedient

the Service was no ſooner begun, but the 
Vulgar ſort aſſembled in Crowds as 'tis 
ſuppoſed, for that purpoſe. fell to Shout- 
ing, Curling, Clapping their Hands, and 
throwing Stools, Forms, and Chairs at 


the Dean, upon which, the Biſhop of E- + 


denburgh being preſent, and deligning that 
day to Preach, got up into the Pulpitand 
indeavoured to appeaſe the ' Multitude, 
but in vain, for they grew the more inra- 
ged, and by Aflalting him with what came 
next to hand, greatly indangered his Life. 
But in the end, the Provoſt and Balyffs by 
force thruſt out the Riotous Mutineers,and 
ſhut faſt the Doors, but yet they continu- 
£d in the Church-yard in great numbers, 
throwing Stones 1n at the Windows. Not- 
withſtanding, the Service was performed 
with great Devotion, but the Implacable 
Rabble animated by the Heads of their 
Faction, lay in wait for the Biſhop in his 
way home, and without any tegard to Sa- 
cred Function, fell upon, and had un- 
doubted!ly murthered him had not the Earl 
of Weems prevented it, by getting him 1n- 
to his Lodging.

In the Afternoon ſuch order was taken, 
that things were at a better paſs, for the 
Service was read in manyChurches )though 
not altogether without diſturbance); for 
the Earl of Roxborough athd the Biſhop re- 
turning home in the Earls Coach, were 
ſet upon, and had been murthered with 
the exceſſive ſhowr of Stones which were 
caſt at themby the Multitude, had notthe 
Earls Foot-men with their drawn Swords 
kept them at adiſtance. 


The Troubles thus unhappily begun, 
ſpread wide, fomented by thoſe ungrateful 
Men, whom Sacred Oaths had bound with 
Lives and Fortunes, to defend what they 
with eagerneſs endeavoured to deſtroy.

Virtues which ſpreads into the utmoſt cor- 
ner of: the North; and for ſuch Wit as far 
ſurpaſſed hisage, he wasnoted by thcGran- 
dees of his Royal Fathers Court. Bold 
and hardy he was, yet Aﬀable and Cour- 
teous unto all, delirous of Learning, and 
thoſe Arts that beſt qualifie Princes, for 
brave and great Deſigns; Drums and 
Trumpets were the only Mulick that 
could charm his Heroick Son], nor did 
the thandering Peals of Cannons ought 
diſmay him. Though but young, he 
ſuſtained a feeling pait of Grief and 
danger tm thoſe dire Calamitics, un- 
der which his Native Conntrey groan'd, 
but contemning fear,” he often faced the 
Rebel: Armys in their height of Pride, 
when with Impious Arms they durſt in 
bloody War confront their Lawtul King, 
and with Fire and Sword deſtroy the 
Lives and Fortunes of their fellow Sub- 
jets; but what is ſo wicked, that the 
mad-brained fury of Rebellious Miſc: e- 
ants will not dare.

The Unnatural Wars and Inteſtine Fu- 
mulrs : coming out of Scotland mto Eng- 
land, His Majeſty having to deal with 
ſuch Men as no Conſeflions nor Intreatics 
could oblige to that which their Duty and 
Allegiance bound them to perform, ne- 
celitrated to take up Arms for the defence 
of his Honour and the ſafe:y of his Roy- 
al Perſon. 


On the 224. of Auguſt, Anno. 1642. he 


ſetup his Standard at Nottingham, where- 
upon a bloody and doubtful War was | 


commenced, 1n which many Battails were 
fought z in moſt of which,efpecially in the 
beginning of the War) His Majeſty was vi- 
Ctorious; but ſuch 1s the Inſtability of For-

of Chriſt-Church, and laſtly made Biſhop 
of Chicheſter, and Mr. Croucher of St. 
John's, This Heroick Prince equally 
affe&ing that Diſcipline of War, and the 
Acquirement of ſuch Arts and Sciences 
as Ke give Luſter to his Great-

But at length, ſuch was the chance of 
War, that the King having loſt .moſt of 
his places of ſtrength, and the Rebbels 
growing powerful in the North, he re-

drawing Forces out of other Garriſons

Garriſon to be  compeſed of the flour 
of Enghſh Chivalry,) after ſome Con- 
ſultations had what courſe was moſt ex- 
pedient to be taken, it was reſolv'd, 
that His Majeſty ſhould make his Eſcape 
to the Scotch Army, who (as 'tis ſuppo- 
ſed) had ſecretly invited him, with an 
aflurance- of ſafety to his Perſon and 
Honour, though afterwards like Perfide- 
ous Wretches they delivered him into 
the hands of his Capital Enemys. 


The better to effe& this undiſcover- 
ed, laying alide his Royal Robes he at- 
tired himſelf hike a Servant, and accom- 
panied the two Loyal Gentlemen, Co- 
lonel Fohn Aſhburnham, and Mr. Hudſon

Within a while after, Oxford ſurren- 
dered upon advantagious Conditions, 
his Royal Highneſs remaining in it at 
that time, and (his ſafety being included | 
in the Articles of Surrender) marched

Hartford, the Earls of Dorſet and South- 
hampton, and was conveyed to St. James's, 
where his Royal Brother the Duke of 
Gloceſter and his Siſter remained,fince the 
taking of Exceter. | 


Upon his Arrival, he was committed 
to the care of the Earl of Northumber- 
land, who (to his Honour let it Rand | 
Recorded) uſed him like a Prince rather 
than a Prifoner, allowing him a Royal 
Attendance of all Perſons neceſlary for 
his Service, Pleaſure, Recreation, and 
more eſpecially his Study. -There for 
fome time he continued with the Duke 
of Gloceſter, and the Lady Herrieta, till 
His Majeſty was delivered by the Scotch 
Rebels to their Rebel Brethreen of Erg- 
(+74, who hurried him from place to

place, ſuſpe&ing every place to Loyal 
for their wicked purpoſe; when coming 
to Maidenhead here in Berks, His Royal 
Highneſs found ſomuch favour at the Re- 
bels hands as to be permitted in the 
Company of his Siſter the Lady Eliza- 
beth, to wait upon his Royal Father, 
though not without ſuch a Guard as 
might ſecure his Return 3 when being 
come into his Preſence the King em- 
braced him with Paternal Joy, and af- 
ter a long Converſe with- his dear Chil- 
dren, the ſight of whom drove back 
the floods of Sorrow that oppreſſed his 
mighty mind, he diſmifled them with his 


| Blefling, whilſt falling Tears flowed 


from the eyes of Majeſty; nor was the 
Duke behindhand in expreffing the deep 
ſence of Grief he conceived, and would 


gladly have continued with his Father, 


but the ill-natur'd- Rebels would not 
grant him ſach a favour 3 ſo that he was 
obliged to take his Fafewel, which pro- | 
ved a long one, for he never ſaw his 
Father after.

Having left Maidenhtith, (from whence 
ſhortly after. the King was convey'd to 


Latimers.) He returned to St. James's, but | 


Providence fo ardered it, that by the 
advice of ſome that were about him, he 
in diſguiſe made his Eſcape, defeating 
the murthering Rebels of their purpoſe, 
and remaining Incognito in England, at 
laſt by the aſſiſtance of the worthy Gen- 
tleman Collonel Bamfield, he got. on 
Ship-board, and failed over into Hol- 
land; where-upon notice of his Arrival, 
he was met by his Illuſtrious Siſter the 
Princeſs of Orange, and received with 
great Joy ; and after ſome ſtay, being 
furniſhed with an Equipage beſceming 
his Quality, he paſſed into France, where 
the Queen his Mother, and his Royal 
Brother our now molt Gracious Sove- 
raign reſided, and was by them recei- 


ved with extraordinary Expreſſions of 


Joy. 


Whilſt 
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Whilſt theſe things were tranſacted, the 
Rebels (angry to loſe the Royal Bran- 


. ches) reſolved upon hewing down the 


Ceder it ſelf; and therefore paſs an Ordi- 
nance of the Commons, though reje- 
ed with horrour and deteſtation by 


the Lords, for the Tryal of His Maje- 


.ſty, and with ſuch murtherous minds 


purſued their helliſh Impiety, that he 
was brought upon his Tryal almoſt as | 
ſoon as the amazing news could reach

Paris; and although the Prince upon 
notice of what was intended, earneſtly 
laboured to divert the bloody Monſters 
from perpetrating the Villainy ; yet ſuch 
was their thirſt for Royal Blood, that 
they defiſted not till the beſt of Kings 
fell by the worſt of men, whilſt both 
Heaven and Earth ſtood amazed at ſuch 
Impiety, Nature groaned within her (elf, 
and weeping Clouds declared the ſpread- 
ing ſorrow ; and ſince Almighty Venge- 
ance has made known how Sacred Kings

Lives ought to be held, for His Majeſty 
having been convened before the pre- 
tended High Court of Juſtice, and there 
diſowning their Juriſdiction without any 
farther Cognizance, they proceed to

Proclamations to that effect were Printed, 
and by unknown. hands: diſperſed in 
England , inciting all good Subjects to 
yield due Allegiance to: him.5 but the 
low condition of the Royaliſts at, that 
time, and the Potency of the Rebels 
rendered the Proclamation in Ezgland 
of none <ffe&t. But on the contrary, he 
1s invited by the Iriſh to enter that 
Kingdom. The Noble Marqueſs (now 
Duke) of Ormond, having a funding Ar- 
my. on foot, but upon mature delibera- 
tion he declined it, and only failed for

cluded, when His Majeſty arriving at 
Scone, was Crown'd King, and marched 
into Exgland with an Army to recover 
his Right ſo unjuſtly detain'd from him ;

Bluſtring Tyrant Oliver Cromwell, but 
through Providence eſcaped, and repaſ- 
ſed the Seas, to the great Joy of the 
Loyaliſts. 


And now ſeveral of the Grandees 
of France came to viſit him, and con- 
gratulate his Deliverance, amongſt whom 
was the Duke of Orleance, and the 
Duke of Loxgevill, the former bringing 
with him his Daughter, the Madamoſel- 
le de Orleance, a Beautiful young Lady, 
and accounted | the Richeſt Princeſs in 
Chriſtendom, when as there was a great 
likelyhood of Match between her and 
His Majeſty, as likewiſe between his 
Royal Highneſs the Duke of York, and 
the Daughter of the Duke D. Longezil ; 
but they came not to perfection, though 


the Queen Mother laboured therein, it 
being 
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being fruſtrated, as 1s ſuppoſed, by 
Cardmal Mazarine, who ruled all in 
the Name of his Maſter, the French 


King. | | 


The Wars being proſecuted between 
Frante and Spain, his Royal Highneſs 
took a Command, viz. Lieutenant-Ge- 
neral undet Turin, the famous French 
General, and diſcharged it with ſuch 
Heroick Bravery- and Prudent ConduQ, 
that he won the general Eſteem of a 
Wife Captain and Valiant Squldier, 
infomuch, that when Turin lay dange- 
rouſly* Sick, and his Recovery much: 
deſpaired, he was ſent to' by the French 
King, to deſire him, that ſeeing there 
was ſo little hopes of his Life, he wou'd 
nominatefuch a General as hethought was 
moſt fit , to ſucceed him in. the com- 
mand of the Artny ; to which he an- 
ſwered, That if his Majeſty would have 
His Afairs proſper, he ſhould , make 
choice of a Noble, Valorous, and Fortu- 
nate General ; the which, if His Maje- 
ſty impowred him to chuſe, he conld 
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make. choice of no fitter a perſon than 
the thrice Renowned and Heroick Duke 
of York: But Ingrateful France unwor- 
thy ſuch a Souldiers Sword, not long 
after having concluded a Peace with 
Oliver Cromwell, (who now was made 
Protector of Exgland and Ireland ;) he 
was diſmiſſed his Command, as like- 
wiſe ordered to leave France, from 
whoſe Territories His Majeſty was be- 
fore retired, and took up his place of 
Reſidence at the Spaw; it "being one 
main Article in the Treaty, that the 
Royal Family ſhould be Expell'd Fraxce : 
But had the French King had but the 
leaſt tonch or ſence of Honour, he would 
have counted this the hardeſt condition 
imaginable; or indeed he would never 
have treated with a Rebel. But that he 


ſhould accord to baniſh out of his. 


Kingdom thoſe that came to him for 
Succour and Refuge in their Extre- 
mity : Nay, and his Neareſt Relati- 
ons, being Brothers and Siſters Chil- 
dren; is a ſtain to his Honour, and a 

laſting 
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laſting Blot upon that Ingrateful Kſhg- 


dom. 


His Majeſty as-we have faid, having 
timely notice of. what was . intended, 
and he in His Royal Wiſdom had thought 
it convenient to withdraw himſelf, there- 
by to prevent a Complemental Expulfi- 
on ; but His Royal Brother the Magna- 
nimous Duke of Tork, in regard of the 
great Command he had in the Army, 
ſtay'd there till the Concluſion of the 
Treaty ; and*thereupon had a day fixed 
him to depart with - all his Retinue 
(conſiſting of a gallant number of young 
Ergliſh Gentlemen, trained up under his 
Valorous Condud, ) notwithſtanding 
the many great Services he: had .done 
for that Kingdom, - In Requital of 
which, he only had _ a- Complemental 
Apolagy made him for the neceſlity of 
his Departure. 


During the time granted for his ſtay, 
after notice, he Viſited the. Duke of 
Modena then in France, and other 

C3 Grandeesg 
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Grandees who \wete exceeding ſorry 
fot his- Departure'5 but molt eſpecially 
that Renowned General the. Marſhal D* 
Twrin, who knew how to eſteem ſuch 
Princely Virtue and Valour that ſhined 


bright as the Meridian Sur, in this He- 


roick Prince. 


The day of his Departure come, he ſo- 
lemnly took his leave of his Royal Mother 
and the French King, and with a Princely 
diſdain, turned his Back upon that in- 
grateful Country, and Gallantly attend- 
ed, took his way for Flanders, where 
Fames [Brazen © Trumpet” bad loudly 
ſounded 'his Heroick Deeds; all the 
way he-went Crouds 'of People ' came 
flocking to ſee him,” and admire his 
Perſon;/and his Princely Meen ; with him 
was the'Right Honourable and truly 
Loyal Earl of Tarmonth, and ſeveral 0- 
ther. Engliſh Lords; and by this time 
His Majeſty having left the Spaw, was ar- 
rived at Brxgcs. For upon the Rupture 
of Peace between the Protettor and the 

King of Spain, 'Dox Jokn of Auſtria, 
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Governour-Royal of the Low Coun- 
tries, for his Catholick Majeſty, Comi- 
ſerating our Kings unfortunate conditi- 
on, therefore, that his intereſt might 
ſtand them in ſtead, he had ſent to Co- 
logne, where His Majeſty was arrived, 
C as his Ambaſſadour, the Count De 
Fuenſaldague) to invite him into the 
Low-Countreys; and to aflure him in 
the Name of his Catholick Majeſty,. all 
poſſible Service and Affiſtance; which 
Invitation His Majeſty was Graciouſly 
pleaſed to accept; and ſoon after went 
for Flanders, where the Generous Spa- 
ziards 1n all things obſerved him with 
ſuch reſpet and awful diſtance , as 
became the Majeſty of ſo great a 
King. 


Being Arrived at Bruges, he was recei- 
ved with great Expreſſions of Joy, and in 
honourablewiſe conducted to a Magnifi- 


 Pallace, prepared for His Reception. And 


hither 1t was that His Royal Brother, the 
thrice Renowned Duke of York came at- 


tended as aforeſajd, having by the way

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viſited Bruſſels, where 'he was Magnifi- 
cently Entertained and Complemented 


by Dorn John of Auſtria, and Carefſed 


by all the Spariſh Nobility in thoſe 


Parts 3 and there he offered his Service 
in the Wars, which was gratefully ac- 
cepted 3 the Governour expreſling much 
Joy, that ſo brave a Souldier would 
vouchſate to fight under his Maſters 
Banner, whoſe mighty Deeds in Arms 
Fame had not kept in filence. | 


And although at firſt, he met not 


with ſo honourable a Command, as that 
he mamtained in the French Army ; 
yet his Prudence, Valour, and Conduct, 
gain'd him\no lets reſpec, for a Gallant 
mind in all Stations will appear in its 
full Luſtre... | 


His Royal Highneſs having ſtayed 
ſome time at Bruſſels, paſſed on to Bru- 
ges, to wait upon His Majeſty, and was 
there received with all the 1maginable 
Expreſhions of Joy, as well by the Spa- 


niards 
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1f- | niards as Engliſh; in every thing 


correſpondent: to his near Alliance with 


His Moſt Sacred Majeſty, 


About this time one Manning's Trea- 
cheries were diſcovered, for he under 
pretence of ſerving His Majeſty, difco- 
vered all Hrs Counſels and Deſigns to 
the Protefor, which being proved againſt 
him, he was ordered a Priſoner, to a 
ſtrong Caſtle in the Nejghbourhood. of 
Cologne; but as he was lighting out of 
the Coach at the Caltle Gate , one of 
His Majeſties Guard piſtolled him, 
though contrary to Order, yet thercin 
dealt him Jeſs than his Dilloyalty and 
Treaſon deſerved. | 


And now a conſiderable number of 
Engliſh flocking dayly to His Majeſty, 
who had been many of them Baniſhed 
for their Loyalty, they were put into 
Arms, and Diſciplined for War, lying 
as near as conveniency would permir, 
to the Sea, that they might be ready 
tO be wafted over into Ereland if occafi- 

ON 
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on offered ; but. the Rebels growing 
ſtrong, fuch hopes failed, and there 
fore they were afterwards joyned to 
the King of Spair's: Forces to oppoſe 


the French, and Engliſh, whom the Pro- 


teFor had fent to afliſt them. Theſe 
were under the Command of His Roy:- 
al Highne's, who made the greateſt Fi- 
gure in the Army; for had the Spari- 
ards' been equal to them in Valour, 
under the leading of ſo Renowned a 
General, France had trembled at their 
approach 3 but the Spariards inferiour 
in Valour and Conduq, the Succeſs 
proved otherwiſe than was expected by 
our Renowned Prince. 


The League between Eregland and 
France being ratified, the ProteQor 
according to Articles, ſends over 6000 
Engliſh, who joyning with the French 
Kings Army by ſpeedy Marches enter- 
ed Flanders; and after the Plunder- 
ing ſome places of ſmall Note , ſet 
down before Dunkirk , the Key and 
Inlet of the Netherlands > which did 

not 
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not a. little allarum the Spaniſh General, 
ſo that he refolved tao undertake the 
raiſing of the Siege, though at the ha- 
zard of a Battel. | 

In the mean while the French and 
Engliſh working by -Mines, made' their 
Approaches to the Walls of that ſtrong

When Doy 
Gol called a Council of War, whore- 
ſolved to give them a Battel z whereup- 
on, the Ordering of the Forces (tor the 
molt part) was committed to the care 
of his Royal Highneſs, (of his Age then 
the experteſt Captain under Heaven ;)

The Dutch having manifeſtly broken 
the Articles of Peace, His Majeſty for ma- 
ny juſt and weighty Realons, publiſhes a 
fecond Declaration of War againſt the 
States-General of the United Provinces ; 
which was Proclaimed in Z9ndoxw and 
Weſtminſter : Whereupon all His Maje- 
ſties Subjects were prohibited to hold any 
Commerce or Correſpondence with the 
Subjects of Holland ; and preparations 
made for the ſpcedy ſetting out of the 
Fleet. 

To command which, His Royal High- 
neſs (that Thunder. Bolt in War, and ter- 
Tor of the Dutch Nation, at all times wil- 
ting to hazard his Royal Perſon for the 
ſafety and honour of his Countrey) gene- 

rouſly 
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oy offered himſelf ; ſo that early in 
the Spring, the Fleet weighed Anchor, 
and after having Cruſed about the South 
Foreland, joyned with the French Fleet, 
now in League with England, both which 
united, made 160 Sail of able Ships; and 
at the ſame time the Dutch being preſſed 
hard at Land by the French Kings Army, 
under the leading of 7urine, were forced 
to put to Sea; {o that ſtanding with the 
French and Engliſh,upon falſe informatiori 
of their Scouts, before they were aware, 
on the 28th, of May, about 5 in the morn- 
ing.,a ſharp Ingagement began neat Scnth- 
wold-Bay 3 the Blew Squadron beginning _ 
the Fight, the Royal Fames being the firſt 
Ship that poured her Broad-fide upon the 
Enemy; and the next His Royal Highneſs, 
who notwithſtanding he was becalined, 
itood like a Bulwork againſt the whole 
Dutch Fleet,;continually ſpeaking his ſexce 
in peals of Thunder, till ſuch time as the 
Blew Squadron, and part of the French, 
which was the White, haveing a Gale of 
Wind, came up with him, and then the 
Fight redoubled , Death ſitting Trium-

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phant every where : In the Afternoon the 
Soveraign, the St. Andrew, and about 20

and his Captain, viz. Captain Haddock, *

diſabled. 
| ArNightthe Dzrch ſtood away, which

and Captain Zark:ſhel, moſt of their great 
Ships miſerably torn, Two ſunk, one by | 
the Earl of Sandwich, the other by Sir Fd 
ward &prag, one taken, and one-burncd 3 
their loſs of Seamen and Officers doubled 
the Erg/iſh; and another ſuppoſed to be 
a Flag-thip, having been miſerably torn in

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the Earl of Queensborough-Lord Treaſurer,and 
the Earl of Perth L ord Juſtice General ; and 
then haveing taken his, ſolemn Leave,.on the 
12th. of May,left Edenbury; and together with 
his Royal Gonſort and. a great Train of the 
Chief Nobility, went to Per:h-Road , i where 
imbarquing'on His Majeſties Frigat the ;/Jep- 
y Return, on the 26th, arrived ſafe at the Buoy 
inthe Gwfleer, of which an Expreſs commin 
to Windſor, their Majeſties,attended by.aſplefl- 
did Train of Nobility, came the - next Day .in 
his Coach to Putney, and there took Barge, 
and went down the River to meet their Roy- 
al Highneſſes, which their Majeſties did at: E- 
riff ; at whoſe approach, the Ships inthe Road 
ſaluted His Majeſties Barge , which Rowing 
board and board , their Royal ts en- ” 
tered, and after many dear expreſlions of. joy 
for His Royal Highneſſes moſt miraculous De- 
liverance from the danger of the Sea',. their 
Majelties and their Royal Highneſles came to 


- White-Hall, where they landed, being faluted 


all the way up the River by the Ships in the 
Road, and Guns from the Tower ; From 


*. thence they went to Arl:;ngtou-Houſe , where 


they were entertained with all the ſplendor & 
magnificence imaginable ; whether the Lord 
Mayor, Aldermen, and ſeveral other Worrhy 
Citizens repaired to pay.thgir Reſpects, and 
to Congratulaty their RoyaLHighneſſes Hap-= 
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py-.arrival ; and in the Evening Bonefres 
were made , the Bells Rung, and ſuch expreſ- 
Hons of joy every-whete: heard for His Roy- 
al Highneſs's ſignal Deliverance and ſaſe Re- 
turn , that nothing could be more. 

And no ſooner had His Royal Highneſs lea: 
fyre toconfider of what was paſt, but he took 
the condition of the Oſhcers and Seamens 
Widdows, thet periſhed at the Wrack of the 
Glceſter-Frigat, intohis Princely conſiderati- 
on and compaſſion ; to whom, out of his Li- 
berality, hr gave conſiderable ſums of Mo- 
_— the perſons who were drowned were in 

e or deſert ; which was received by the 
poor Women with many Thanks and reitter- 
tedPrayers for his Royal Highneſſes long Life 
and Health, and proſperity. 

And having thus far paoceeded to recount 
the'memorabje Actions of this brave and Re- 
nowned Prince, and what other material paſ- 
ſages might conduce to the compiling this
